First, you have to understand the difference 
between an emergency room and a trauma 
center. An emergency room provides treatment 
for illnesses and injuries when you need urgent 
or same-day medical attention. However, it may 
not have the capabilities or the trained staff to 
deal with major trauma that affects multiple 
body systems. A trauma center like Stony 
Brook’s, for example, has trauma personnel 
and surgeons as well as other specialists — for 
example orthopaedics, neurosurgery, critical 
care, plastic surgery, cardiology — available 


24/7. They also have dedicated operating rooms, 


the latest technology, immediate access to 
emergency blood supply, sophisticated imaging 
and many other lifesaving measures in place. 
When you have a serious injury, you want to 

be at a trauma center. If you go to a community 
hospital emergency room, for example, you 
may need to be transferred to a trauma center.

- PROPOSED AIRSTRIP PROVOKES OUTRAGE 


A large protest took place along the side of 
Sunrise Highway in East Moriches on Thursday, 
and police were called in to guide traffic and 
set up barricades. The crowds were protesting 
the proposed plan to allow small planes to take 
off and land on a stretch of Sunrise Highway in 
the midst of automobile traffic. The plan has 
been controversial, although two test runs of 
landing a small aircraft on the highway amidst 
traffic have been undertaken without incident. 
A spokesman for the protestors, Nick Stevens, 
who described himself as a “concerned citizen,” 
pointed out to reporters that there is, in fact, a 
landing strip close by and wondered “why can’t 
they just land their planes over there?”

ate in the summer of 1970, I learned through 

friends that several people would be trying 
to become the first to fly a balloon across the 
Atlantic Ocean from the New World to the Old, 
from a farm field in East Hampton to a-farm 
field in Ireland, sometime in early September. It 
would be a professional attempt. 

The man who wanted to do this was a 32-year- 
old Wall Street commodities broker by the name 
of Rodney Anderson. He had been planning to 
do this for years, before, during and after the 
landing of the first man on the moon in 1969. 
If we could go to the moon, surely we could go 
across the Atlantic in a balloon. 

He had hired one of the best balloonists 
in the world to be his pilot. He had ordered 
something called the Roziere balloon to be 
built, which featured a new way to feed hot air 
into a balloon for greater success. And he was 
in East Hampton, with a crew and with his wife, 
preparing for the day. 

Perhaps | would like to interview him? He and 
the crew first stayed in a motel, but now they 
were staying at the home of Mary Damark, a 
local woman who owned a deli on Three Mile

Harbor Road and had taken a shine to them. 

I certainly would want to set up an interview. 
An attempt was made. But as it turned out, 
it never happened. The first I was to see of 
Mr. Anderson was at the launch event itself, 
attended by over 1,500 people, on the huge 
bayside pasture of George Miller’s farm in 
Springs at around one in the afternoon of a 
beautiful September 20. It was not so much a 
launch as it was an event, or as we tended to 
call these things at the time, “a happening.” 

This was a time in America when millions and 
millions of young people were transforming 
America and the way it conducted its business. 
They wore beads, headbands and bellbottoms, 
wore their hair long, drove brightly colored 
vans, espoused a drug culture, protested to 
end the Vietnam War, make marijuana legal, 
tear apart the military-industrial complex and 
otherwise turn upside-down the narrow tie- 
and-jacket crew-cut era of the 1950s with free 
love, rock concerts and a joyous approach to 
living on earth. Indeed, the first Earth Day was 
celebrated five months before the launch. 

Today, you might express surprise at how 
this Wall Street commodities broker presented

out in the southwest corner of the pasture of 
George Miller’s farm that day. But those of us 
present were not surprised. Rod Anderson, a 
slight young man with curly black hair, was 
in full hippie dress, from his boots to his 
bellbottoms to his cowboy shirt. 

But he was not a smiley sort of person. 
He seemed quite serious, maybe a little 
nervous. But he was all business. He talked into 
microphones held out to him by the TV people. 
He shook hands with the local dignitaries. He 
made a speech to the crowd directly before the 
launch, standing beside this enormous and very 
colorful red, yellow and white balloon that was 
slowly being inflated by crewmembers hauling 
on ropes that fashioned to the midsection of 
the balloon that was now above our heads. 

“As you can see,” he said, pointing to the 
words on the side of the balloon, “The name is 
‘The Free Life.’ This stands for a new life, a free 
life filled with love and promise, that we now 
broadcast to the world. This will be a world 
changing event.” 

He kissed his wife, a dark-haired woman 
named Pamela Brown. She couldn’t stop crying, 
so filled she was with relief and happiness. Her 
husband was about to change the world. 

Also there was Malcolm Brighton. He was not 
the original professional balloonist who they 
had hired. That man had backed out of the 
project a few days earlier. Malcolm Brighton 
had been hired from England, where he lived, 
flown over just a few days earlier, and was now

the new pilot. Brighton was dressed in more 
traditional aviator clothes, which seemed more 
appropriate for what he had been hired to do. 
We all learned later, after their deaths, that this 
would be his 100th ascent in a balloon and, he 
had told friends, his last. 

And then there was Anderson’s wife, Pamela. 
She was. in her late 20s at that time, a beautiful 
black-haired aspiring actress, and she stood 
there holding the hand of her husband. We 
had been told that her father, John Y. Brown, a 
wealthy Kentucky attorney and state politician, 
had financed this whole project. But he had 
forbidden her to go. 

It was amazing to me, wandering around in 
this wonderfully joyous affair of music, love, 


big shaggy dogs, picnic lunches, big shaggy 


dogs and the smell of marijuana that, with very 
little effort, | could walk over and actually touch 
the wicker gondola that at sat on the ground 
unattended while everyone worked the ropes. 
There wasn’t much in there that I could 
see. There was a radio of some sort. There 
was sandbag ballast. And there was a case of 
champagne, and something I thought very odd. 
Glued to the interior walls of the gondola were, 


side-by-side, thousands of Ping-Pong balls. This 
was the floatation for this craft. Should it go 
down in the sea, the Ping-Pong balls would keep 
it afloat. 

It was a slow business inflating that balloon 
to its full 70-foot height. But after about half 
an hour, the crew announced that it was done. 
There was a light breeze up there jiggling it 
around, so now things had to get a move on. I 
and some others were asked to step back, and 
in stepped the pilot, Malcolm Brighton, and 
then Rod Anderson, who immediately started 
waving and now smiling to the crowd. He was 
going. It was going to happen. His dream was 
coming true. The crowd shouted and cheered, 
and, slowly at first, the gondola began to drag 
and then bounce a little bit on the grass and 
move to the north and the end of that field. 

And at that moment, a shriek was heard from 
the crowd, and out from it, running at full speed, 
was Pamela Brown, heading for the gondola. 
Tears were streaming down her cheeks. 

“lm going, I'm going,” she shouted. And as 
she shouted, her husband reached out for her - 
and grabbed her by the arms and struggled her 
on board. As the gondola lifted off from the 
ground, there she was now, with her husband, 
the two of them, arms around each other, 
waving and smiling and getting smaller and 
smaller in the distance. 

The image I have of these three in that 
balloon, slowly lifting off and heading out over 
that pasture, remains vivid in my mind.

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Obituary 


Golf, a Man Over 100, a Comedy Routine and What He Is Remembered For

O ne of the funniest pieces of humor ever 
performed in America, second only to 
Abbott and Costello’s “Who’s On First” in my 
opinion, was a piece by Alan King. Appearing 
in a night club in Las Vegas, he has in his 
jacket pockets five obituaries ripped out of 
newspapers and announces that he is sick and 
tired of reading about men who have gotten 
very old and died, yet have been survived 
by their wives. No matter what, women are 
‘determined to live longer than their men. 

To prove it, he wanders out into the crowd, 
stopping here and there to talk to someone 
at one of the tables, invariably a well-dressed 
woman, and after asking her name and where 
she is from, he takes an obituary clipping out of 
a pocket and asks her to read it aloud. 

“Thomas Farnworth died in his home in San 
Diego last Thursday. He was a racing car driver, 
injured in a crash in Indianapolis and in the 
hospital for nine weeks who recovered enough 
to win not only in Indianapolis the next year, 
but Daytona and at Monaco in the year after 
that. He was 93 and is survived by his wife.” 


Another woman reads a second. 

“Frank Wilkinson died in his apartment in 
New York on Monday. A veteran of World War 
Il, he was wounded at the Battle of the Bulge, 
shot down in the Pacific over Guadalcanal and 
spent two years in a Japanese concentration 
camp. Late in life he worked as a demolitions 
expert. He died at 99 and is survived by his 
wife.” ; 

As the women read these obituaries, which 
appear to be real, they speak in a more and 
more tentative and apologetic matter—King is 
MAKING them read these—and King gets more 
and more outraged and emotional. Each man 
who died is older than the one before. Each has 
lived through more increasingly dangerous and 
heroic circumstances than the one before. All 
have been survived by their wives. 

“One hundred and four years old when he 
died,” King shouts, shaking an index finger and 
saying each word very slowly, one after the 
other. “This is a man who rescued seven people 
trapped in a mine shaft, then got stuck himself 
for five weeks. Survived by his wife.” 

On Wednesday, the death of Errie Ball 
appeared in the obituary section of The New 


York Times. He died at 103 in Stuart, Florida 
on July 2.1 consider his death a tribute to Alan 
King. 

Ball lived a fairly ordinary life and many people 
today live to be over 100, so why has Ball’s 
passing been elevated to such importance as to 
make The New York Times obituary pages? Well, 
he played golf at the first Masters in Augusta in 
1934 and was the last surviving player to have 
done so. But it doesn’t stop there. 

“Ball began the final day in respectable 
position, 11 off the lead and a stroke behind 
Bobby Jones,” The Times wrote. “Ball was even 
for the day when his tee shot reached the green 
on the par 3 third hole. If he could make the 15 
foot putt, he would have a birdie—and improve 
his chances of receiving an invitation to return 
the next year. He five-putted instead, and his 
round fell apart. ‘I blew it,’ he once said. ‘Shot 
86.’ It was the highest score of the week. He 
finished the tournament 25 strokes behind the 
winner, Horton Smith. After that performance, 
he did not compete again at Augusta for the 
next 23 years, tied for the longest stretch 
between appearances.” 

And of course, he is survived by his wife. && 
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extended for more than a mile from where 
we were standing, along the western shore 
of Accabonac Harbor and then ended on 
the banks of Gardiner’s Bay and the Atlantic 
Ocean beyond.

The cheering went on and on for a while at the 
launching place, where we all stood still talking 
and watching, watching this little speck—I still 
see them, they’re THERE, to the left. The wind 
is taking them to the left. 

Then things finally calmed down. | think 
we all felt, all 1,500 of us, we had witnessed 
something magical, something so special. It 
took all of us quite a long time to settle down, 
and then we began the mundane business of 
packing up, folding the chairs, rolling up the 
blankets, putting away the trash, gathering up 
the children and the dogs. And then, with many 
hugs and goodbyes, we gathered our stuff into 
our cars and drive off. —

You couldn’t see them anymore. 

What a day. Things like this change the world. 

Late that afternoon, many of us talked on the 
phone to people we knew who had not been 


out there to tell them of what they had missed. 


This was a celebration, like Woodstock, but on 
a miniature scale perhaps appropriate -for our 
rural community. It was a celebration of the 
revolution, and out there, after this fairy-tale 
launch, these two lovers and their brave pilot 
were slipping eastward over the Atlantic Ocean, 
pushed along by the prevailing gulf stream 
winds rushing them along toward Europe. 

“They have radio equipment,” we told them. 
“I’m sure we'll be getting the bulletins of what 
they have to say sometime soon.” 

“!’m so sorry I missed this,” our friends 
would say. 

That night, I attended a bonfire at Indian 
Wells Beach on the ocean at Amagansett, and 
there was more talk about this event. We were 


_calmer now, though. I looked out to sea to the 


east. The waves and wind had picked up. There 
had been nothing reported from them yet. 
We headed home. Surely they were, two at a 
time, fast asleep in the gondola by this time, 
taking turns on the watch, maybe listening to 
their radios. 

Late in the afternoon of the next day, people 
were getting a little worried about these 
balloonists. There still was no word from them. 
Obviously they were keeping radio silence. 

How long was it to Ireland by balloon? Three 
days? Four? They had enough provisions. 

It wasn’t until much later, years later, that 
we learned of the only contact the balloonists — 
had with anyone on land on that first day. It 
was with a propeller-driven USAF Air Rescue 
HC-130 plane that was returning to its base from 
an assignment escorting American fighter jets 
partway across the Atlantic for a NATO mission 
in Europe. Here is part of the day log, made by 
a crewmember of that aircraft: 

“On our late afternoon return leg to home 
base at Pease AFB, Portsmouth, NH, Boston 
Radar asked me on the frequency to attempt 
to make contact with the balloon crew. The 
crew had a VHF radio, some food and a case 
of Champagne on board! I was able to raise the 
Englishman off the coast of Nova Scotia. I asked 
him how it was going and he replied, ‘We are 
doing fine, however, we are a free gas balloon 
now, since we lost our burner during the night; 
but we are maintaining about 7,000 feet of 
altitude.’ I advised him of the potentially bad 
weather ahead of him on his flight, wished them 
good luck, and went back over on frequency 
to report to Boston Center what | had heard. 
After we reached Pease and had shut down the 
engines, | went into our Operations offices and 
told our air rescue alert crew to ‘get ready; you 
will be going out tonight!’ We had, just prior to 


-contacting the Englishman, crossed a weather 


front at 20,000 feet with 70MPH surface winds 


and 30-foot wave swells on the water surface!

The Hoops They Put You Through at the Zoning Board of Appeals

ne night long ago I accompanied a well-to- 

do friend of mine to the Zoning Board of 
Appeals here in Southampton to argue that the 
berm he had constructed as a sound barrier 
between the house and the street was just a 
natural upward lurch of the land. He didn’t 
have much hope. But it was worth a try. We got 
there at 9 p.m., but didn’t get before the Board 
until 1 a.m. because of another man’s problem 
with zoning. 

This man had a 35’ x 35’ barn on his property. 
He wanted to put a window in one wall for 
more light. The building department told him 
he didn’t need a permit. So he put one in, a bow 
window. One day an ordinance inspector saw it 
sticking out there, three feet. Sticking out meant 
it was a change in the footprint. So he wrote a 
summons. Then, looking at it more closely, he 
saw there was an apartment in one end of the 
barn. This was single-family zoning. Another 
summons went out. So here was that hearing. 

The man was going to claim it was 
grandfathered in, there before zoning was 


established in 1957. He had brought an older 
man who said when he was a boy back in 1955, 
the people there had a bed and chairs in the 
barn and a record player and electricity and he 
personally had slept there. There was another 
older guy who testified to that, too. There had 
been parties. Then there was another man, a 
colonel, who said he had bought the property 
next door in 1975 and there was an apartment 
that he saw. The board reserved judgment after 
two hours, but the man then said he wanted to 
get certificates of occupancy (C.O.s) for all the 
structures on his property, not just the barn. He 
didn’t want to have to come back again. He had 
a woodshed, for example. 

“A woodshed?” one of the board members 
said in astonishment. And then there was 
a wishing well. “A wishing well?” the board 
member said. And so it went, on and on. 

This long-ago encounter (my friend lost 
the berm fight) came to mind when | read 
the account of Stephen Spielberg’s lawyer 
appearing at the East Hampton Village Zoning 
Board of Appeals to argue for the continued 
existence of a garage that had originally been 


built, around 2002, too close to the road. The 
setback requirements were 50 feet. One end of 
the garage was 38.3 feet from the road. 

There was some discussion that the setback 
rule changed from 50 to 80 feet just a month 
or two after the garage was built. It seemed 
suspicious, because at 80 feet the whole 
garage would have been in violation. But frankly, 
it being more than a decade since 2002, nobody 
could tell if the date of construction was in 
hurry-up mode to beat the zoning change or 
that it was just a coincidence. So that issue 
was dropped. 

Spielberg’s lawyer said that it may have been 
true that it was 38.3 feet from the road when 
built, but three-quarters of it was beyond the 50 
feet. So it was more than half legal. There was 
some dithering back and forth about whether 
more than half made it better or not. Why they 
really built it there, the lawyer said when papers 
were filed, was because if it weren’t there then 
it would have stuck out into a driveway. But 
at the hearing, the lawyer said it was likely to 
create more space for paddocks. 

With that, the village (Cont'd on next page) 
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Spielberg’s lawyer said it may have 
been true that it was 38.3 feet from 
the road when built, but three- 
quarters of it was beyond 50 feet. 


attorney pounced. When you first filed your 
papers to the court, she said, you wrote that 
it was constructed there as a builder’s error. 
Now you say this? Which is it? This is just 
another case, she said, according to The East 
Hampton Star, “of let’s build it now, and who’s 
going to make us take it away, because it’s 
already there.” 

Then there was this other matter entirely. It 


involved a second residence on the property, 
apparently there legally if it were a second 
residence but not legal if it were an out building 
now being used for sleeping. There was 
discussion about this. 

Mr. Spielberg’s lawyer said it was a second 
residence. But Ms. Lys Marigold, the board’s 
vice chairman, said that’s not what she was 
told. She said that a “very buttoned-up estate 
manager” had taken her around the property 
and told her that building was just used for 
“spillover’—when there are too many guests 
for the main house and, for example, Bill and 
Hillary Clinton were visiting and the Secret 
Service needed a place to stay. “Nobody lives 
there,” she said he told her. 

Ms. Marigold then pointed out that the

definition of a single-family residence was 
one “designed or arranged for occupancy by 
one family on a non-transient basis,” and this, 
apparently, was not that. Secret Service is not 
a family. 

“These are extra guest rooms that are not 
occupied most of the time,” she said. 

“Neither you nor I know how they are 
occupied,” said Mr. Spielberg’s lawyer. 

In any case, the matter of the definition of 
what was a family was not what they were 
concerned about. The board was concerned 
that in addition to the two bedrooms on the 
second floor, there were now, having been built 
in 2005, two more bedrooms on the ground 
floor, built by knocking down walls between 
three of the five garage spaces on that ground 
floor so now there were, in the building, four 
bedrooms and four bathrooms. This puts an 
additional strain on the cesspools, which was 
why a new special permit from the Suffolk 
County Health Department saying that was 
okay might be needed. Since they did not have 
such a permit, they had been denied a C.O. for 
this building. 

Mr. Spielberg’s lawyer said they had built 
these two extra bedrooms with an approved 
building permit, and then he said that no 
new Health Department permit was required 
because the septic system had been designed 
to handle four bathrooms and more. A Mr. 
Bennett, a consulting engineer to the Village, 
said indeed that was correct and that the 
system met the standards you’d need when 
two bedrooms and bathrooms become four. 
Nevertheless, said the village’s head building 
inspector, Ken Collum, Mr. Spielberg’s 
lawyer had applied for a Health Department 
certificate retroactively. 

The board then moved on to consider a garage 
and caretaker’s apartment on the property

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Food Imitates Life: A ihn ies nd: Artist Transforms

t seems that no one ever told Harley 

Langberg not to play with his food, 
because that’s exactly what he’s doing. This 
Bridgehampton resident is turning his fruits 
and vegetables into awe-inspiring artwork. 
His pieces include everything from a mango 
rendition of a Picasso to a dragon fruit dragon. 
Langberg started making food art about a year 
ago when he was living in the West Village. 
He had visited the Chelsea market and was 
inspired by food art on display there. 

Langberg says, “The artist’s work was very 
nice but very basic. There were a lot of smiley 
faces and outlines. I wanted to take it to the 
next level and make it more challenging by 
creating intricate artwork like human faces.” 

Since that day, Langberg has created 50 
different pieces of food art. This is no small 
accomplishment. After all, Langberg

is not a professional artist. “I’ve 
never done any art before, other 
than when I was a kid,” he says.

Purchasing healthy and locally grown foods 
is essential for his art’s purpose. “I want 
to put out a good message that fruits and 
vegetables are good and fun to eat,” Langberg 
says.

Among the many fruits and vegetables, Langberg 
has a clear favorite: eggplant. The reason, he 
says, is because “it’s very versatile. There 
aren’t a lot of black fruits and veggies and black 
is so present in all of my images.”

Besides tedious Oreo cream sculpting, another 
challenge of food art is its time-sensitive nature. 
Langberg is looking into ways to preserve 
his artwork but, for now, his art is on display 
primarily through photographs. He posts a 
picture of every new art piece on his Instragram 
account, harleysfood_art. 

“I create most of my artwork in my 
Bridgehampton house. | like shooting there,” 


he says. “The Hamptons offer me a good 
kitchen and natural lighting, which is such a 
big role in photographing my artwork.” 

Once the photographs are taken, Langberg 
tries to incorporate his artwork into a dish to 
consume. For example, he used his butterfly 
piece to make a stir-fry. Unfortunately, the food 
combinations in his artwork don’t always make 
for a good meal.

| k the summer of 1965, a 
young local boy named John 
Kanas was working as a counter 
man in a deli in East Moriches 
to save money for college. A 
senior in high school, he had 
his sights set on Southampton 
College, which at that time was 
part of Long Island University. 
Living with his parents on their 
family duck farm, he would have 
to commute from home, but 
at least he would be going to 
college. 

After John’s freshman year at 
Southampton College, he went 
back to the deli as part-time 
manager. The owner, about 
halfway into the summer, told 
John he was going to close the 
deli due to personal reasons so 
he’d have to find other work. 

But John Kanas liked working 
in the deli, and, according to the 
owner, it made money—not a 
lot, but enough for one person 
to get by. Kanas asked the 
_ Owner to stay open for another 
two weeks. He would like to try 
to get a loan to buy the business 
from him. He was 19 years old. 

Kanas bought the deli through 
the help of family, eventually 
hired someone to manage it, 
and went on to teach middle 
school on Long Island. 

But then, in a random 
encounter, Kanas met the 
president of North Fork Bank 
in Mattituck. They struck up 
a conversation and John was 
offered a position as management 
trainee. Since the job offered 
tuition reimbursement, John 
took it with the intent to pay for 
law school and attend classes at night. 

North Fork Bank had been founded in the 
late 19th century to serve the needs of the 
East End farming community. Mostly, at that 
time, it was about potatoes. And the potatoes 
were mostly about Polish-Americans, who 
owned the farms and with their families 
farmed it for generation after generation. 
Among the distinguished Polish families here 
were those with such names as Danowski, 
Krupski and Babinski. In the 1950s, about 
40,000 acres of the East End were in potatoes 
and it was the dominant crop, with duck 
farming a distant second (there were about © 
30 duck farms on the East End). 

One year later, the board of North. Fork 
Bank had opened a few new branches and now 
wanted to open a branch in East Moriches. 
Branch banks were the coming thing. But 
people didn’t trust them much. They'd rather 
put their money into formidable bank-looking 
brick buildings with big safes in them. The 
way around this, when opening a branch, was

to find someone in the local community who 
would lend his name to the bank and start it 
out as manager. What about that young man who 
owns the deli? somebody suggested. 

Kanas, who had just graduated college and 
completed the management program, accepted 
the job of managing the new branch. There 


o’s Here 


were plans to open still more 
branches after that—one would 
be in a neighboring town—and 
Kanas suggested that he be 
the man who opened that next 
branch, and any other after that. 
They offered him the position of 
Assistant to the President. He 
was 22. 

Two years later, the president 
became ill and had to step down 
from his current position. John 
Adam Kanas was asked to be 
the acting President of North 
Fork Bank, something that would 
be a temporary position. To 
everyone’s surprise, however, 
Kanas ran the bank so well 
during the president’s disability 
that they made him president 
permanently. His goal was, he 
told the Board of Directors, to 
make North Fork one of the best 
banks in America. He would 
do it by doing something most 
thought impossible. He would 
maintain direct contact with all 
the customers. A banker would 
be just a direct phone call 
away, no matter how small that 
customer might be. 

By any measure, the rise 
of North Fork Bank was a 
phenomenal success. When he 
came aboard as an employee of 
the bank in 1971, the value of 
the bank was under $10 million. 
In 2006, after several mergers 
and purchases of other banks, 
most notably Southold Bank and 
Greenpoint Savings Bank, there 
were 350 branches and the bank 
had $60 billion in assets. It was 
also considered the most well 
run mid-sized bank in America. 
But economic trouble lay ahead. 

“In 2005, I got the sense that 

the economy would weaken and began talking 

to people about buying North Fork,” John told 
me. “This culminated in the sale to Capital 
One in 2006.” 

The sale at the time was controversial. But 
the numbers told the story. A bank that had 
been valued at less than $10 million got sold 
for a whopping $14 billion. Those who had 
invested in it became wealthy. Kanas was the 
largest individual shareholder. And he signed 
on for the next three years as President of a 
division of Capital One, which, as it turned 
out, he didn’t particularly enjoy. After six 
months, he asked to be let out of his job early. 
And so he left with an agreement to not open 
a competing bank operation in the New York 

metropolitan area until 2013. And so he retired. 
Or so, at first, everyone thought. 

Taking some time off, Kanas continued 
to read about his old banking business. He 
realized there were numerous bargains out 
there, if only you were in the right place at the 
right time. So he decided (Cont'd on next page) 
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to explore opportunities. “I went to see Wilbur 
Ross, the billionaire who deals in buying and 
selling distressed companies out of his office in 
New York. I was told he had a fund for banking 
business opportunities. And I asked if he would 
partner with me. I'd go around the country 
looking for an opportunity. And if I found one 
that we agreed made sense, we’d do it. We 
shook hands on this.” 

What Kanas_ found was BankUnited. 
BankUnited was one of the two large American 
banks that had been seized by federal regulators 
after the real estate collapse in 2008. It had 80 
branches in Florida and the government was 
accepting bids from investors to take it over 
and revive it. They had sent out 63 bid packages 
looking for bidders. 
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“Banks are much safer now. Things 
are overheating again, but we'll 
deal with it. This is nothing like it 
was then.” 


“Wilbur and I formed an investment group 
for this project. We took in Carlyle, Blackstone, 
Centerbridge, and we put in a bid for $940 
million and won over two other bidders.” 

So now, he’s back at work again. He just 
couldn’t resist. 

“Every Tuesday and Wednesday now, I work 
in Miami,” he told me. “I fly from Gabreski 
Airport in Westhampton and back.” 
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He got it going. On February 17, 2013, Crain’s, 
the New York City business magazine, ran a 
story with the following headline and lead 
paragraph: 

JOHN KANAS IS BACK 

“John Kanas, the city’s most successful 
community banker over the past 30 years, is 
returning to New York. The executive who 
sold North Fork Bancorp for a whopping $14 
billion just before the financial crisis hit is now 
carrying the banner of BankUnited, a failed 
Florida thrift that he bought for a fire-sale price 
in 2009.” 

That Kanas was back with his magic touch 
electrified the banking community. It became 
almost an immediate success. After just 19 
months, the company went public and is valued 
at approximately $3.5. billion, with $17 billion 
in assets. The focus of the loans the bank 
makes are in commercial lending, loans for 
apartments and multi-family buildings, and 
for businesses. 

“We have been growing at the rate of 
$1 billion every quarter,” Kanas told me. 

Kanas’s magic, of course, is the level of 
customer service he offers, which he has taught 
to those who have worked for him. When the. 
phone rings, you answer it. 

“I’ve been able to cherry-pick talented people 
I’ve known in my life, bankers with whom I have 
long-standing relationships.” 

Of course, most of those he knows are from 
Long Island and the New York metropolitan 
area. Eyes turned to New York City, the banking 
capital of the world, when BankUnited opened 
its first branch in Manhattan, in 2013. Capital 
One, the company with which he had a non- 
compete, promptly sued him. 

“We were arriving six months early,” Kanas 
told me. “We settled for $20 million, which I had 
to pay personally.” 

So a new chapter has begun. But the goal is 
the same—to create one of the best-run banks 


_ in America. And this time, he has a bank that’s 


benefitting from the two strongest markets in 
the Unites States: South Florida and New York 
City. This looks very promising. 

I did ask John Kanas what he thinks of the 
present economic conditions, and this is what 
he had to say. 

“Banks are much safer now. Things are 
overheating again, but we’ll deal with it. This 
is nothing like it was then.” By the way, Forbes 
recently ranked BankUnited eighth best bank in 
the US. 

John Kanas and his wife, Elaine, still live on 
the family farm in East Moriches. In the interval 
from the days when John was a boy until now, 
the number of duck farms on eastern Long 
Island has rapidly declined. At the present 
time, there are only two duck farms—Massey 
in Eastport and Crescent in Aquebogue. Kanas 
did not try to re-open his father’s duck farm, 
but he bought property around it—a total of 
85 acres—built a main house and keeps a few 
ducks in a pond. He also has livestock, uses 
10 acres as a tree farm, and the other 75 acres 
are mostly for landscaping. He also stores 
old cars in one of the old barns, and he has a_ 
35-foot antique motor boat that he keeps at a 
local marina.

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Soccer Strikes the Hamptons This Summer

Soccer fever swept the 
nation earlier this summer, 
as the World Cup was on 
everyone’s minds. Long 
the most popular sport 
in the world, soccer 
is just starting to gain a 
genuine stronghold in the 
_ US. I spoke with Gustavo 
Szulansky, who founded 
Super Soccer Stars—a 
soccer camp with nationwide programs 
including on the East End—and Ben Astin, 
the Long Island coordinator of Super Soccer 
_ Stars, about the benefits of playing soccer, the 
success of the U.S. Men’s National Team and 
the growing popularity of the sport. 


How do you get kids interested in soccer? 
What is the greatest appeal of the sport? 
Gustavo Szulansky: Soccer is like horse 
racing in which we run with a better horse. 
When we compare soccer to other sports, 
it's much simpler and a much more complete 
sport, as far as challenging yourself, aerobic 
activity and team play. It’s also a much more 
democratic sport [where physical differences 
don’t necessarily give an advantage, unlike] in 
basketball if you’re tall you have an advantage. 
Soccer is easy to play—you don’t need any 
equipment. Just a ball. You can improvise to 
make goals. And, you're not going to get your

brains crushed [so you don’t need pads or 
helmets]. Everybody plays all the time, unlike, 
for example, baseball or softball where you're 
only on the field for half the game, or where 
only the person with the bat gets to play. 


What do you attribute to the growing 
popularity of soccer in the U.S.? 

GS: Soccer is a logical sport. If you have a 
sport that’s easy to play and has simple rules, 
more people play. It’s a natural progression. 
When I started [Super Soccer Stars] in 2000, 
there was much less soccer being broadcasted 
on TV. Now, NBC is one of the main networks. 
You can [easily] watch the English Premier 
League. The exposure to soccer is a lot bigger. 
Plus, the U.S. national team is doing really well. 


The prevailing argument against following

soccer in the U.S. seems to be that it moves 
slowly or that it can end in a tie. What do you 
say to naysayers? 

GS: To a certain extent, soccer is a language 
that appears foreign in the beginning. The people 
don’t understand or don’t become familiar 
[with it]. They get stuck and [to compare to 
learning a language,] don’t go beyond “please,” 
“thank you” and “excuse me.” It’s a much more 
dynamic game than other sports. The Mexico 
and Brazil game [at the 2014 World Cup] was 
a total thriller; [you were] on the edge of your 
seat the whole time, and that was a scoreless 
game. If you don’t understand it, you’re just left 
with a superficial impression. It’s only a matter 
of time [until people begin to understand the 
nuances of the sport]. [It’s like] when I moved 
to this country [from Argentina] 27 years ago, 
it was difficult to find a (Continued on page 60)

The next morning, we heard the news. In the 
darkness before dawn, the balloon had gone 
down to land on the ocean. It sounded okay, 
because here is what they had said: 

“We are ditching. We request search and 
rescue.” 

They would be just fine. They must be floating 
along, drinking that champagne. Too bad they 
didn’t complete the mission. But surely rescue 
would be along soon. 

It is a big ocean. But the alarm had been 
sounded. The Coast Guard oversaw the 
operation, which consisted of three Coast 
Guard cutters, a Royal Canadian Air Force 
plane and six American Navy and Coast Guard 
planes for seven days. Many of the fishing 
boats from Montauk and Hampton Bays went 


out. Between them, they found a few items 
they thought came from the expedition floating 
600 miles southeast of Nova Scotia. But that 
was all. 

After the seven days were up, Kentucky’s John 
Y. Brown insisted there be a further search, and 
when he could not get that to happen he hired 
two private planes to continue the search for 
another week. But it was all for nothing. They 
were gone. 

Here on the eastern end of Long Island, those 
who had celebrated this launch went into 
mourning. Many of us cried and cried. It seemed 
impossible what had happened. We had all 
been taken in. It was all about Mother Nature. 
And she didn’t care. These young people had 
died a horrible, horrible death by drowning. 
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And why hadn’t someone stopped Pamela when 
she ran for the gondola? Why had Anderson put 
this project together in the first place? Had we 
all gone mad? 

In the months that followed, many of us were 
forced to face the fact that our revolution to 
change America was largely beginning to fail. 
On the last day of April, 1970, five months 
before the launch, our president, Richard 
Nixon, announced that, in addition to his war 
in Vietnam, he was now going to launch an 
invasion into Cambodia, the country right next 
door. It would be only a foray, he said, one that 
might last a month or two. None of us thought 
he was telling the truth. 

The next day, protests against this expanded 
war broke out in universities around the 
country. And after two days during which time 
students seized administration buildings and 
set other campus buildings on fire, National 
Guardsmen, instead of using fire hoses and 
tear gas, loaded their rifles at Kent State 
University in Ohio on May 4 and shot and killed 
six undergraduates. 

There were other signs that the day of 
the cultural revolution was in its inevitable 
descent, including the explosion of the Weather 
Underground’s townhouse on West 11th Street 
in Manhattan and, ultimately, the poison laced 
Kool-Aid drunk by the cult followers of Jim 
Jones in Guyana, South America. 

The fate of the Free Life was just our own 
personal marker of the beginning of the end of 
that era. 

In October 1972, the first and largest theater 
inside the newly built Actors Theatre of 
Louisville (Kentucky) was named the Pamela 
Brown Auditorium. 

There were to be seven attempts to be the 
first to cross the Atlantic in a balloon between 
1970 and 1976. The seventh one, finally, 
succeeded. 

Pamela Brown’s brother, named John Y. 
Brown Jr., served as Governor of Kentucky 
from 1979 to 1983. He also made a fortune with 
Kentucky Fried Chicken, which he bought from 
Harland Sanders in 1964. 

In 1995, an avid balloonist in England by the 
name of Anthony Smith wrote an award-winning 
book titled The Free Life: The Spirit of Courage, 
Folly and Obsession. 

Smith had not been at the launch and was not 
even in America at the time. But he had been 
one of Malcolm Brighton’s best friends and 
could not understand how Brighton could do 
what he did. He knew Brighton as a dedicated, 
careful balloonist. Smith had spoken to other 
balloonists who had spoken to Brighton just 
before he left for America to captain this 
voyage. Almost all had told him not to go. What 
had gone wrong? 

Smith concluded that the Free Life Adventure 
had gathered so much momentum by that 
September that it had grown into a life of its 
own, that everyone had just gotten caught up 
in this effort and had lost all compass of what, 
if they thought about it, would surely amount 
to their doom. 

Brighton couldn’t say no. And Pamela couldn’t 
say no. As for Anderson, he and his wife 
referred to this obsession of his as “the monster 
in their backyard” all during their short- 
lived marriage.

Tim Howard. A few more heroes like that—U:S.- 
born players that excel in the European league, 
that are portrayed in ads—[will definitely help 
soccer’s popularity]. The sport was always 
dominant, and now it’s becoming more and 
more global. 


Ben Astin: New York is at the center of 
the growth of the soccer market. [The metro 
area] is a multicultural market, and the next 
generation of immigrant kids are growing up 
knowing soccer. Now, kids are growing up 
playing soccer in the play yard. [Like Gustavo 
said,] all you need is a soccer ball and some 
space [to play]. The ease of that has prompted 
more and more people to start to play, and the 
market is growing very strongly. The World Cup 
really helps as well. 


How does Director of Coaching Mark Wilson, 
formerly of Manchester United, help the Super 
Soccer Stars program? 

GS: It gives kids a different level of exposure 
to the game. [He brings] a refinement of soccer 
coaching techniques. Kids are being exposed to 
soccer at the maximum level. [We derive our 
class instruction] from Mark to our coaching 
staff to the children. 


Why did you extend the camp to the East End? 

GS: We realized that many of our [New York 
City] families spent summers in the Hamptons, 
and they were asking for continuity. It was a 


natural idea. [A decade later, ] we now have eight 


locations in the Hamptons [spread throughout 
Quogue, East Hampton, Bridgehampton, 
Montauk, Sag Harbor, Wainscott, Southampton]. 

We always try to establish community rules. 
[We also] do a lot of social work through the 
Round Star Foundation. We run a program for 
children with developmental challenges.

If you’re anything like me, 
there is NEVER enough 
room on your phone for 
all the music you may find 
yourself wanting to listen 
to throughout the day. If 
you're even more like me, 
you don’t want to carry 
around a separate MP3 
player just so you can have 
access to all your tunes on the go. Well, fret 
not. Thanks to streaming music services, for 
a nominal monthly fee you can have access to 
millions upon millions of songs wherever you 
have cell phone service. It’s an elegant solution 
to the never-ending problem of “what the heck 
should | listen to right now?” 


Spotify is of course something that most 
people have heard of. With a massive library 
of over 20 million songs, it’s got something 
that most people would be happy to listen to. 
Though it has an ad-supported version, the $10 
per month premium subscription gets rid of 
ads and allows for higher quality streaming and 
offline capabilities. Available on Android and 
iOS, with desktop apps for Windows and OSX, 
as well as browser-based playing. 


Rdio is much like Spotify and has a library 
that rivals it to boot. For $9.99 a month, you get 
access to more than 20 million songs, with a 
very well designed mobile app. Rdio is available 
for Android, iOS and desktop systems. 


Beats Music is also similar to Spotify and 
Rdio, though with one useful addition: curators. 
Depending on what you listen to, Beats will 
suggest artists and tracks that it thinks you 
will like. Praise for this feature has been fairly 
overwhelming. Given Apple’s recent acquisition 
of Beats, it seems this service has nowhere to 
go but up. Beats is subscription only, and costs 
$10 per month for use on up to three devices. 
iOS, Android and desktop are all supported. 


iTunes Radio is relatively new to the 
streaming music scene. Available for free (albeit 
with ads) on any Apple device—or for $24.99 
per year you get ad-free radio as well as access 
to iTunes Match—it is a service that stores 
all of your music (including tracks purchased 
through Apple) in the cloud, allowing you to 
access all of your purchased tracks no matter 
where you are. The downside is that iTunes 
Radio is unavailable on Android. 


Google Play Music is Google’s streaming 
music solution. For the very reasonable price 
of “free,” you can upload up to 20,000 tracks of 
your own to Google’s servers and access them 
from anywhere, ad-free. For an extra $10 per

EAST END: It’s 100 kilometers, or 62.1 miles, from the Great South 
Bay to Montauk—that’s if you travel by water. And now one man, Ed 
Carpenter, is going to try to take a standup paddleboard those 100 
kilometers in a single day to benefit the Veterans Assistance Program 
of the Suffolk Police Veterans Association (SPVA). 

If 100 kilometers sounds to you like a long way to paddle in a day, 
you're not alone. “It’s 12 miles further than I have ever gone in a single 
day,” mentions Carpenter when discussing the challenge. “But as a 
former Marine, the cause is near and dear to me.” 

That cause, the Veterans Assistance Program of the SPVA, is a fund 
that steps in to help veterans in need. Carpenter mentions several 
recent instances in which the Program has provided critical funds, 
including $5000 
to a Marine wounded by an IED and to another veteran whose house 
burned down. 

“Every penny they raise will go to the veterans,” notes Carpenter.

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Getting to Know the Monuments of Montauk 


BY KATIE WARING 


T ake a stroll through Montauk and you will find a 
unique place that offers a one-of-a-kind vacation 
experience, including the opportunity to visit a few 
historic “monuments of Montauk.” 

The Montauk Point Lighthouse is one of the most 
iconic landmarks on the South Fork. The building 
became New York State’s first lighthouse after 
construction—which was authorized by President 
George Washington—was completed in 1796, and 
is the fourth oldest active lighthouse in the United 
States. 

The Montauk Point Lighthouse was designated 
a National Historic Landmark in 2012. During the 
summer, the lighthouse is open to visitors from 
10:30 a.m. through 5:30 p.m. Sunday-Friday, and 
10:30 a.m. through 7 p.m. on Saturday. Admission to 
the museum is $9 for adults, $8 for seniors, and $4 
for children under the age of 12. There is also an $8 
parking fee. 

The landmark sits atop the bluff known as Turtle 
Hill and, on a sunny day, spectators looking at the 
horizon may be unable to tell where the sky ends and 
the ocean begins. 

You might be a little confused if you spy the tiki 
statue situated against the Montauk Beach House 
hotel. Though Montauk is not a part of a Hawaiian 
island, this figure is based on the tikis of traditional 
Hawaiian culture, which represent the first man and 
his creation from a mixture of red earth and saliva. 
The statue, also known as the Ronjo tiki, has called 


Montauk home longer than the Montauk Beach 
House has been in existence: prior to the opening 
of the current hotel the building was home to the 
Ronjo motel, which was named after the owner’s two 
children, Ron and Joanne. 

Chris Jones and Larry Siedlick, the current owners 
of the Montauk Beach House, acquired the one-acre 
property in March 2012 and with the new owners’ 
renovations came a paint job for Ronjo: the brightly 
colored, red and white statue was transformed with 
a coat of copper paint. Since then, it has become the 
center of attention for visitors looking for the perfect 
Montauk-themed photo. 

Just beyond the Ronjo tiki statue is the tallest 
building in Montauk: a residential condominium 
complex known as the Tower. The Tower can be 
seen from anywhere in the village and is conveniently 
located near both Main Street and the beach. Once 
known as the Carl Fisher Office Building, or the 
Montauk Improvement Building, the Tower was 
headquarters for architect Carl Graham Fisher’s 
Montauk development project in the 1920s. 

In 1925, Carl Fisher purchased the entire Montauk 
peninsula—over 10,000 acres—with the intent of 
developing the land as a Miami Beach-type resort 
town. In the six years between 1926 and 1932, Fisher 
built many of Montauk’s roads, commercial buildings 
and houses in a whirlwind of construction and 
development. 

Before the Great Depression put a halt to Fisher’s 
grand plans to transform the peninsula into a vacation 
resort destination for the wealthy, Fisher’s slogan

was “Miami in the winter, Montauk in the summer.” 
Considering the amount of rich and famous people 
that now call “The End” home every summer, it 
seems Fisher’s plans have at last come to fruition. 

One last monument to visit while touring Montauk: 
the gazebo located in heart of the village at the 
town green. The town green is the center of many 
community events, like the weekly Farmers Market 
held every Thursday morning from 9 a.m. to 2 p.m. 
through October 9, the free summer concerts held 
every Monday evening at 6:30 p.m., and the annual Fall 
Festival in October. Anyone spending time Montauk 
will find a variety of events to enjoy there.

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Michael Feinstein Croons at WHBPAC

ast Enders who are fans of the Great American 

Songbook are in for a treat on Saturday, August 
9, when iconic performer Michael Feinstein appears 
at the Westhampton Beach Performing Arts Center. 
Feinstein, known for preserving and showcasing the 
classic works of composers like George Gershwin, 
Richard Rodgers, Cole Porter, Irving Berlin and more, 
chatted with Dan’s Papers about his career, what 
audiences can expect from his show, other projects 
and more. 

Feinstein’s love of music started very early, in 
part thanks to his parents, who were both involved 
in the performing arts. His mother was an amateur 
tap dancer and his father an amateur singer. “It was 
an experience that was visceral,” Feinstein says. “I 
started playing piano at the age of 5, by ear. I started 
playing with two hands. My parents had just bought 
a piano that they could barely afford, and I played 
‘Do-Re-Mi’ from The Sound of Music. My mom thought 
I had learned it [somewhere], and I got punished 
because she thought I was lying,” Feinstein laughs. 

Feinstein pursued music aggressively, eventually 
becoming an apprentice for lyricist Ira Gershwin, 
George Gershwin’s younger brother. “He taught me 
most of what I know,” Feinstein says of Gershwin, 
whom he worked under for six years prior to 
the songwriter’s death. Cataloguing Gershwin’s 
extensive collection introduced Feinstein to a vast 
array of songs by composers and songwriters, and 
led to him becoming a lifelong advocate of the Great 


American Songbook. “There’s always 
been something about harmonic 
melodies and lyrics...it’s classic and 
nothing today can replace that. It’s like 
Shakespeare. Nothing today can replace 
Shakespeare. We have a lot of different 
kinds of theater, but Shakespeare will 
always live on through his plays, and 
that’s how I feel about these songs.” 
Feinstein has released many albums 
featuring interpretations of these songs, 
with many topping the Billboard charts. 

In addition to performing, Feinstein 
has worked to spread the knowledge 
and history of the Great American 
Songbook through educational and 


outreach programs. In 2007, he founded Michael Feinstein 


the Michael Feinstein Great American 

Songbook Initiative, a program that 

has an archive and reference library, and well as 
introduces the genre to high school students. One 
of the Initiative’s biggest events, the Great American 
Songbook Vocal Academy and Competition, offers 
scholarships to talented teenagers. 

Feinstein is constantly busy doing other projects, 
as well. “I've been conducting the Pasadena 
Orchestra,” he says. “This is my second year. | 
replaced Marvin Hamlisch, and it’s been fantastic 
to bring archival orchestrations [to the program]. 
I've also been hosting an NPR series called Song 
Travels, and I’m getting ready to do another CD for 
Sony.” His new album will be a swing album with 


more contemporary songs by modern 
composers. “[I want to take] musicians 
like Billy Joel and Carol King and 
turn the songs into big band pieces.” 
Fans of Lifetime’s Devious Maids 
may have recently caught Feinstein 
appearing as himself at the wedding 
of two of the show’s characters. “Marc 
Cherry, who wrote and created Devious 
Maids and Desperate Housewives, is a 
good friend, and he wrote me into the 
show. It was that simple. I was thrilled 
gto do it—it was all because of Marc 
= deciding that I would be a good wedding 
# singer,” he laughs. 
|3 For his show at WHBPAC, Feinstein 
will be bringing a trio to back him up 
and hopes to be able to pick songs 
to perform based on the response of 
the audience. “It will be a lot of fun. It gives me the 
opportunity to be extemporaneous.” Feinstein is 
looking forward to performing some songs with 
acoustic arrangements. “Acoustic music is a special 
little thing,” he says. “It’s very different.” Feinstein’s 
continued efforts to perform classic American songs 
and keep them historically relevant, as well as his 
unique musical stylings, are sure to be a hit with East 
End audiences. gi

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Theater Review: Gateway’s “South Pacific”

R ogers and Hammerstein’s South Pacific has 
something for everyone; love stories to tug 
your heartstrings, the suspense of a nation at war, 
comedic relief to provoke some belly laughs and a 
musical score that might bring you to tears. Gateway 
has delivered another hit production this summer! 

I was instantly enthralled with the story. The 
dramatic overture captures your attention and the 
actors draw you in with their warmth and vivacity. 
We are taken to an island in the South Pacific during 
World War II, occupied by the American military. 
There is a romance brewing between Ensign Nellie 
Forbush and French plantation owner Emile De 
Becque. Nellie is a self-proclaimed hick from Little 
Rock, Arkansas. Emile is a self-exiled former French 
officer, who fled his country decades ago. 

We get an earful of Nellie’s background in the lilting 
song “A Cockeyed Optimist” and Julia 
Burrows is charming and likeable as 
the love struck army nurse, her voice 
sweet and captivating. As the dashing 
Emile De Becque, Christopher Carl is 
enigmatic with a commanding stage 
presence and a baritone voice that is 
rich, smooth and intoxicating. In his 
solo “Some Enchanted Evening” we fall 
in love with Emile, along with Nellie. 

On another part of the island, we 
meet Bloody Mary, the local woman 
selling eclectic souvenirs. Jody Kimura 
brings her character to life, inciting 
plenty of laughter at her one-liners 
and crazy antics. She is joined by the #27 


sailor named Luther Billis, played by Andrew Foote. 
Billis leads the guys and Bloody Mary in “There’s 
Nothin’ Like a Dame,” a favorite of mine, because it is 
boisterous, fun, and raunchy. The harmony between 
the men is sensational, leaving no doubt that these 
guys can sing. 

Enter Lt. Joseph Cable,-a dashing young marine 
played by Brandon Andrus, sent to the island on an 
espionage mission for the American military. The 
unsuspecting officer is swept up in Bloody Mary’s 
mysterious song “Bali Ha’l,” and we are left to 
wonder why he is drawn to the island. 

Nellie, doubting her love, decides that she’s going 
to end her romance, and leads the girls into the 
spirited performance “I’m Gonna Wash that Man 
Right Outta My Hair.” Emile walks in at the end of the 
song, invites Nellie to a party at his plantation in her 
honor, and the tune quickly changes to “I’m in Love 
With a Wonderful Guy.” 

On the island of Bali Ha’l, Bloody Mary 
introduces Lt. Cable to her beautiful 
Tokinese daughter, Liat. Cable and Liat 
fall in love at first sight, but because of 
her lineage, Cable will ultimately refuse 
her and turn his back on their love. In 
the heartbreaking song “Younger than 
Springtime,” we lose our hearts to the 
handsome, ill-fated Lieutenant. 

On the night of Emile’s party, Nellie’s 
blissful evening is brought to a halt 
when she discovers Emile has two 
children who are half-Polynesian.

sailors, Seabees and marines stationed Brandon Andrus (Lt. Cable) and 
on the island, and a particularly cheeky Tiffany Toh (Liat).

When Nellie learns that Emile has gone on a 
dangerous, life-threatening mission, she realizes 
nothing is more important than love.

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Wiliam Glackens at the Parrish Art Museum

uitable for any time of year, the current William 

Glackens (1870-1938) exhibition at the Parrish 
Art Museum seemed especially fitting for August. 
His lushly vivid beach scenes, many of which 
were painted in Bellport, Long Island, capture the 
lighthearted essence of late summer afternoons 
spent by the sea, with an air of historical nostalgia 
palpable to those viewing them today, almost exactly 
a century later. 

Ladies in hats and long summer dresses line the 
shore while bathers and children scampering about 
make their way out into the water where we become 
lost in Glackens’ impressionistic skies. In “Beach 
Side,” 1912-13, a foreground lined with figures facing 
the water makes its way from a small beach out 
to a pier. The wind, indicated by waves and a lady 
holding onto her hat, gives movement to the painting 
in opposition to the forward-directed composition. 

Influenced by both the Impressionists and the 
Fauves, Glackens’ paintings have, at times, the 
softness of Monet combined with a more intense 
palette, perhaps like Derian. His female figures, 
notably the woman on the porch in “Summer Day, 
Bellport, Long Island,” 1913, bear likeness to Renoir’s, 
both in fashion and in painterly style. In “Cape Cod 
Pier,” 1908, a uniquely composed canvas, two ladies 
in white dresses holding parasols make their way 
across a pier. Most striking are the rich oranges and 
yellows of the dunes—exuding warmth and Fauvist 
stark contrast to the violets in the pier. There is a 
sense in these paintings that Glackens enjoyed the 
world around him. 

Glackens’ scenes are busy—even his landscapes 
are never without figures greeting you at the 
foreground. “Captains Pier,” 1912-14, especially,

depicts a crowd similar to today’s Port Jefferson 
ferry-goers.. In the middle of the picture, Glackens 
offers a breath of light blue water and sky bathed in 
early-morning summer sunlight. 

More frenetic than his summer scenes are his 
paintings of New York City life, where he moved in 
1986 from Philadelphia. In 1904, he married Edith 
Dimock, the daughter of a wealthy family, and they 
lived together with their two children in a townhouse 
in Greenwich Village, with a second residence in 
New Hampshire. Works like “Washington Square,” 
1913 and “Christmas Shoppers,. Madison Square,” 
1912 reveal his talent as a draftsman, which he 
was until around 1914. In his early career, Glackens 
worked as a magazine illustrator and was even sent 
by McClure’s to Cuba to cover the Spanish-American 
War in 1898. Several of these dramatic illustrations 
are included in the exhibition. 

The show spans the artist’s career, with works 
from the mid-1890s to the late 1930s. An exquisite 
portrait of his friend and patron, “Albert C. Barnes,” 
c.a. 1912, whom he went to high school with in 
Philadelphia and later whose artwork collection he 
advised, greets viewers early in the exhibition. 


Glackens took encouragement in his career as a 
painter from his friend Robert Henri, with whom 
he traveled to Paris, the Netherlands and Belgium 
during 1895-1896. A member of “The Eight,” so 
called because of their exhibition in 1908 at MacBeth 
Galleries in New York, Glackens gained recognition 
as a painter, along with fellow artists Robert Henri, 
George Luks, Everett Shinn, and John Sloan, whom 
he studied with at the Pennsylvania Academy of 
the Fine Arts. He was the chairman of the American 
selection of the first Armory Show of 1913. Clearly, 
Glackens was an important figure of his time and 
the timing seems right for a new generation to be 
introduced to his life and work. 

William Glackens is the first comprehensive | 
survey of the artist in over 45 years. It will be | 
on view at the Parrish Art Museum in Water Mill | 
through October 13. parrishart.org. i.

That’s a Wrap: Design-a-Jitney Winner Revealed 


BY KELLY LAFFEY 


he Hampton Jitney has given birth to a new art 
movement. 

Artist Lynn Mara’s colorful portrayal of life on the 
East End was chosen as the winner of this spring’s 
“Design a Jitney” contest, held in celebration of the 
Hampton Jitney’s 40th anniversary. 

The bus was in the process of being wrapped in 
Mara’s design on Tuesday afternoon. 

“My inspiration for the design was my life growing 
up here,” says Mara, a Southampton native who 
remembers when the Jitney launched its inaugural 
bus. The Hampton Jitney has shuttled people to and 
from the East End since 1974. 

Both sides of Mara’s Hampton Jitney tell the story 
of traversing the island. One side features a medley 
of paintings that read from west to east—the first 
painting is of the Statue of Liberty, followed by 
paintings of such iconic East End images as a surfer,

farmland, vineyards and finally the quintessential 
end-of-summer event, the Hampton Classic. 

The opposite side features a digitally altered photo 
of a surfer riding a yellow wave across the Jitney’s 
hunter green background. “The wave looks like a 
backward version of a map of Long Island,” says 
Mara. The surfer is somewhere in Nassau County, 
carving toward the East End. Seeing the rendering 
of Long Island in her work was a serendipitous 
phenomenon that Mara didn’t realize had occurred 
until she stepped away and took in the bigger 
picture, much like Impressionism. 

The back of the bus is also a digitally altered photo 
of a surfer at Flying Point, truly art in motion. 

Mara currently lives in Bedford, New York with her 
husband and four sons. She returns to the East End

with her family for the summers, staying in her home 
on Peconic Bay in Hampton Bays.

Mara first found out about the “Design a Jitney” 
contest two days before the April 30 deadline.

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Two Hot Hamptons Summer Reads

7 Fresh off best-seller success 
last year with The Heart of 
Everything That Is: The Untold 
Story of Red Cloud, Tom 
Clavin—with amazing speed 
and meticulous research— 
has come out with Reckless: 
The Racehorse who Became 
a Marine Corps Hero (NAL), 
the story of a smart 14-hand, 
900-pound Korean sorrel mare 
who became an American legend. A Mongolian 
racehorse (“born to be a champion”), sired by a 
stallion, she raced as a four-year-old in Seoul until 
the war brought racing to a stop, and poverty to 
her owner. Originally called Ah-Chim-Hai (“Flame-of- 
the-Morning”), she was reluctantly sold to a Marine, 
Second Lieutenant Eric Pedersen, and trained to 
serve as a pack animal, repeatedly hauling heavy 
loads of artillery shells up steep hills, dodging bombs 
and bullets. As Clavin says, and as his selected 
bibliography shows, he is not the first to tell the 
story, but his book is likely to be the most reliable 
and most affecting account of this extraordinary and 
beloved horse that became a decorated full Staff 
Sergeant in the Marines. Just last July, almost to the 
day of the 60th anniversary of the armistice that 
brought a halt to the bitter, grinding Korean War, 
Reckless was honored at the National Museum of the 
Marine Corps with a life-size memorial statue. It was 
just one of many well-deserved tributes. 

Though “fearless” better describes her bravery, 
loyalty, strength and tenacity, “reckless” suggests 
what the author describes as her sweet spirit 
and playfulness (she loved to hang out with the 
guys, drinking beer). She “expected to be treated 
like any other Marine, which included not being 
ignored,” pinching the arms of men nearest her 
when she wanted more to drink or eat. She also had 
a surprising tolerance for different handlers and 
extreme weather. “Reckless” also references the 
nickname given to the 24-pound shells of recoilless 
rifles upon which the 5th Marine Regiment relied 
when Pedersen bought the horse in October 1952 
(one wishes for an explanation of how he got the idea 
of using a horse rather than a mule). 

It’s clear that Clavin feels honored to be celebrating 
the brave Marines who fought and died in this 
protracted conflict (by July 1953, there were 4,262 
killed, 26,038 wounded and 221 taken prisoner). 
But the book as a whole seems like an extended 
article on a horse that has been interwoven with 
a larger story about “the forgotten war.” For sure, 
there are some interesting histories—about horses 
in the military, treaty negotiations (Panmunjom was 
known as “Yak Yak Town”), battles won and lost, 
men saved and lost—but as a sustained narrative 
about Reckless, it’s a bit much at times, with prose 
that can get too anthropomorphic (“Flame was 
practically chortling with joy”). Readers not familiar 
with the various battles that shifted the advantage 
back and forth between North and South may find 
themselves glazing over at the amount of you-are-

It’s got two of the most popular words in local 
fiction these days in its title: “death” and “Hampton.” 
When joined, these two words announce the subject 
matter of Walter Marks’s new novel, introducing 
Suffolk County detective Neil Jericho, lately of East 
Harlem. But Death Hampton (Top Tier Lit) is not 
a whodunit or even a what, why, how, where or 
whendunit—all of which are clear from the opening 
chapters. There is a twist, however: a last-minute life- 
and-death scramble, which includes some Buddhist 
body/spirit control maneuvers. But these, too, were 


part of earlier speculations, and the resolution, while 
leaving Jericho free to go on to the next book in the 
series, does raise some unintended ethical questions 
about getting away with intended murder. 
Beautiful blonde 30-something Susannah 
Cascadden, who teaches dance to kids in 
Montauk, nicely engineered herself into 
marriage with a rich, older real estate mogul 
(and a nasty, nasty man), Burt Cascadden. 
One day he goes too far, abusing her 
sexually, and later, after she has overheard 
him hiring a hit man to do her in, they fight. 
In her fury, she batters him with a piece of 
furniture repeatedly, and inadvertently kills 
him. Somehow, she lugs his fat body to the ocean, 
where it disappears. Shortly after that, a blackmailing 
scumbag who takes photos of unsuspecting nude 
women, and has seen what she’s done, pays her a 


visit—with incriminating evidence. He also tries to 
rape her, and in self-defense, she kills him, too. A 
third man also winds up dead, but at the hands of 
Detective Jericho, who has come to question 
Susannah and sees her being attacked. In the 
midst of all this, Marks inserts paragraphs 
about the area and its diverse denizens, 
including Bonackers and the Shinnecock. 

Marks, who is a novelist, playwright 
(Langston in Harlem) and songwriter (“I Gotta 
Be Me”), obviously had a good time creating 
the troubled but compelling Jericho and 
the sexy but morally ambivalent Susannah, 
along with inner italicized ruminations that 
provide sympathetic backstories. Alas, the whole 
does not cohere, and the plot seems predictable and 
overly coincidental. It’s nice, though, to welcome 
Jericho, a decent man, into the fold. ga 
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Movies... 


GET ON UP 

The Hardest Working Man in 
Show Business, Mr. Dynamite, 
Soul Brother Number 1, Mr. 
Please Please Please himself, 
JAMES BROWN! Here’s a 
biopic that’s liable to make 
you give it up and turn it 
loose. Get On Up, taking its 
title from James Brown’s 
classic track “Sex Machine,” 
stars Chadwick A. Boseman as James Brown, a man 
who was, without question, the single most talented 
and influential black musician and performer of 
the ’60s and ’70s. The fact that James Brown has 
never been successfully imitated by the scores of 
entertainers who've tried to do it—the dancing and 
acrobatics alone are almost impossible for most 
mere mortals, let alone that trademark howl of a 
voice—must have given the filmmakers

At and poet Danielle Malmet Rodger was 
reading books to her two small children when 
they asked her if there were any stories about the 
beaches and farms of the North Fork where they live. 
There weren’t any, she explained, but it gave her the 
idea to create a series of books using her watercolors 
and words based on the four seasons. 

“The North Fork has been inspiring my art since I 
moved here 10 years ago,” she says in the Greenport 
Harbor Brewing Company’s second floor gallery, 
where her new show “Sanctuary” runs through 
September 1. “I made watercolors and sketches of 
the places I take my kids, in order to tell a story 
about all the things we do on this beautiful island 
during different seasons of the year.” 

“By definition, a sanctuary is a place of refuge 
or rest, a place where you can feel at peace,” 
she continues. “The collection is an expression 
of serenity. The works are individual retreats on 
canvas, which exude calm, balanced with a bright 
energy evoked by the environs of the North Fork.” 

Rodger, who grew up in Westchester, recently 
published her first two picture books, Adventures 
through the North Fork: Autumn and Adventures 
Through the North Fork: Summer, with a plan for 
finishing the series in a year or so. The picture 
book uses Rodger’s delicate, bright, watercolor 
paintings as a visual pairing to a poem written for all 
ages, which takes readers on an adventure through 
cornfields, pumpkin patches, the beach, the bay and 
the vineyards. The poems themselves are laid out in 
various fonts and colors to add another layer to the 
story.

Rodger also painted some larger oil-on-canvas 
works for the show, which was the first time she had 
worked in oils. 

“Painting these canvases was a whole new 
experience for me. I would start with an idea in my 
head and then just make the painting in one session. 
It never turns out like I had it in my head—but that’s 
okay. I never went back and edited. I did all the work 


in my studio. They happened very organically. The © | 


books took me about four months each to create; 
the paintings | did in three weeks to get ready for 
this show.” 

This is Rodger’s first solo show. She’d been writing 
a blog about the North Fork, started adding artwork, 
and then began exhibiting and selling some of her 
work in Greenport’s local stores (One Love Beach 
and Goldsmith’s). That’s when the work caught the 
eye of Greenport Harbor Brewing Company’s gallery 
curator Ann Vandenburgh. Vandenburgh is herself a 
mother and lifelong North Fork resident and she was 
thrilled to find a local artist and author. 

“Summer is my favorite season to write and work,” 
Rodger says. “I take my kids out to Dragonfly Beach 
in Orient and out to all the farmers markets and 
summer festivals. | get so inspired by how bright 
everything is and how much there is to do.” 

In addition to the watercolors and oil paintings, 
Rodgers painted some tree stumps and old oars she 
found washed up on the bay beaches. 

“I just like to feel unrestricted when | paint, and 
painting on different types of surfaces lets me feel 
more in the moment. My kids give me feedback when 
I'm working. They’ll say ‘What is it?’ or ‘Why is that 
blue?’ I try to get a dialogue going and we all end up 
finding out new things. It’s another type of adventure 


to take them on.” 

Rodger was asked by Lori Guyer 
of White Flower Farmhouse to 
contribute a painting to the kitchen 
room Guyer designed for the 2014 
North Fork Designer Show House 
opening August 1. “Since it’s a 
kitchen, I think I'll do some kind of 
utensil—maybe a fork,” she muses.

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Enjoy Some More Zucchini, Zucchini, Zucchini! 


BY SILVIA LEHRER 


Frico came into my life a 
number of years ago at a 
Florida restaurant. This 
delectable cheese crisp is 
nothing more than grated 
cheese, preferably Reggiano 
Parmigiano or Montasio. A 
recipe for Parmesan cheese 
crisps appeared on these 
pages before as dollops of 
grated cheese are baked in 
the oven until the oils in the 
cheese, melt, bubble and crisp. I can almost sink 
my teeth into them and taste their sweet cheesy 
goodness as | write. 

With gleaming dark green zucchini at the farmers 
markets, I took frico to another level by browning 
the zucchini in a bit of oil then sprinkling them with 
the grated cheese until the cheese coated zucchini 
looked lacy and translucent. The zucchini frico 
makes a great cocktail nibble if you can resist eating 
them as they are retrieved from the hot skillet.., 

To continue the zucchini theme I sliced and 
sautéed zucchini with garlic, seasoned with lemon 
juice and fresh parsley to toss with pasta, an easy 
and quick go-to summer pasta dish. 


ZUCCHINI FRICO 

Frico is simply a cheese crisp using grated Parmesan 
or Montasio cheese. Here it is taken to another level 
incorporating locally grown zucchini. 

Yield about 6 hors d’oeuvres servings 


2 slim fresh zucchini 
2 tablespoons extra-virgin olive oil 


1 cup freshly grated Parmesan, 
about 4 ounces 

1 dozen clean basil leaves, 
stacked and sliced into ribbons 
Freshly ground black pepper 


1. Scrub zucchini clean and cut off 
and discard ends. Slice into 1/4inch 
rounds and set aside. 


2. Heat oil in a large sturdy non- 
stick skillet over medium to medium 
high heat and arrange zucchini 
slices in a single layer about 3/4 
inches apart (do this in batches). 
Sauté the slices, a batch at a time, for 
2 minutes on each side until golden 
brown. Transfer to a rack to drain as_ Slice ’em aa 
they are done. Can be done ahead to 
this point and left at room temperature until ready 
to serve. 


3. Return all the zucchini slices to the skillet in 
one layer over medium heat and sprinkle the cheese 
over the zucchini and in any spaces in between. Cook 
until the cheese melts and crisps, about 5 minutes. 
Sprinkle the basil ribbons and freshly ground pepper 
over the frico “cake.” With a spatula, carefully slide 
zucchini frico to a platter, cut into wedges and top 
with any remaining basil and pepper. Serve hot or 
room temperature. . 


ZUCCHINI WITH PASTA 

With the abundance of local zucchini at its peak 
of flavor, the cheese in the recipe is optional. Don’t 
forget to ladle some of the pasta cooking water to the 
vegetable sauce. 


Serve 4 


2 long slim zucchini, about 3/4 to 
1 pound 

3 tablespoons =e olive — 
oil 

1 large clove garlic, finely chopped _ 
2 teaspoons lemon juice 

Kosher salt and freshly ground 
pepper 

12 ounces (3/4 pound) spaghetti 
1/3 to 1/2 cup freshly grated 
pecorino Romano 

2 tablespoons coarsely 

chopped flat leaf Italian parsley

1. Scrub zucchini clean, pat dry, 
then cut off and discard ends. 
Cut zucchini into 1/4-inch thick 


rounds. 


2. Heat oil in large sturdy non-stick skillet over 
medium-high heat and add the zucchini. Sauté 
zucchini until golden brown on both sides, about 3 
minutes or so, mixing occasionally. Season with salt 
and pepper to taste and the lemon juice, and keep 
warm. 


3. Meanwhile bring a large pot of water to a rolling 
boil and add 1 to 2 tablespoons kosher salt. Put in 
the spaghetti all at once and cook at a rolling boil 
until al dente, about 10 to 12 minutes. Ladle 1/2 
cup pasta water to the skillet and stir through the 
zucchini. Drain the pasta and return to the pot it 
cooked in. Add the zucchini mixture and toss with 
cheese, if using. Serve at once on warm pasta plates 
and garnish with parsley. a. :

Corcoran Group Files Suit Related to $147 Million 
Hamptons Property 

There was notable unrest in certain pockets of 
the local real estate community when hedge fund 
honcho Barry Rosenstein bought 60, 62 and 64 
Further Lane in East Hampton for an estimated $147 
million—a record for a residential property in the 
U.S.—from the estates of Christopher H. Browne and 
Andrew Gordron, and it was reported that no broker 
was used in the deal. When the deal was reported in 
May 2014, it was the price that made headlines. Now 
a lawsuit is putting it back in the news. 

According to an $8.8 million suit filed by The 
Corcoran Group against the buyer and the seller 
in State Supreme Court, Corcoran agent Tim Davis 
was awarded an exclusive listing for the property 
and structured the sale, and Corcoran came up 
with the plan to package the three properties for an 
asking price of $150 million. The complaint alleges 
that in April, Corcoran had an offer of $155 million 
from another qualified buyer, but that Rosenstein 
negotiated directly with the seller for the eventual 
$147 million sale price—and thus no commission fee 
was paid. 

Along with Rosenstein, also named in the lawsuit are 
Scott Bessent and William H. Wright II, two trustees 
of Browne’s estate, and Elizabeth Dellenbaugh, a 
trustee of Gordon’s estate. Representatives for 
Rosenstein have stated that the dispute is between 
the broker and the sellers, not Rosenstein, and that 
he should not be part of the complaint. 


Did You Buy Billy Joel’s Hamptons Home? Well, 
Somebody Did 

Billy Joel’s “For the Longest Time” was not written 
about a home, but the title is not inappropriate 
for the story of selling his Sagaponack property at 
9 Gibson Lane, which finally went for more than 
$19 million last week. (Don’t fret, though, fans—Joel 
still has his Sag Harbor digs to call home.) 

The 5,500 square foot home on 145 feet of 
beachfront was originally built for another East 
End notable, Jaws star Roy Scheider, who sold it to 
the Piano Man in 2007. Designer Nate Berkus was 
brought in by Joel’s then-wife, Katie Lee, to redo 
the interior, which boasts four bedrooms, six and 
a half bathrooms and a chef’s kitchen with ocean 
views. Joel put the home back on the market for 
$22.5 million in 2009, cut it to $18.5 million, then to 
$16.8 million, then took it off the market, then put it 
_ back up for $23.5 million, cut it to $19.95 and finally 
sold it to an as-yet-unamed buyer represented by 
Corcoran’s Susan Breitenbach. 


Wooldon Manor Sells (Again) 

The biggest Hamptons real estate sale of 2013 
went to the record-setting $75 million purchase of 
the famed 14.5-acre Wooldon Manor by SAB Capital 
founder Scott A. Bommer last winter, when he 
bought the onetime residential embodiment of the 
Woolworth family fortune from fashion designer 
Vince Camuto, only to put it back on the market 
shortly thereafter, listing it for $98 million. Now, in a 
pair of separate transactions that will reportedly top 
$80 million, the Southampton estate has again 
changed hands. 

In one of the transactions, according to the Wall 
Street Journal, an unnamed buyer paid $50 million 
for the 10,000 square foot home and a 2-acre parcel, 
and another party is in contract for the rest of 
the property—which includes three buildable lots 


on which new homes will likely go up—for an 
undisclosed amount that will bring the total north 
of $80 million. The property was listed by Harald 
Grant and Ed Petrie of Sotheby’s and Tim Davis of 
the Corcoran Group. 


The Numbers Game, Round Two 
After first quarter numbers for 2014 came in, all the 
talk was of the “hot, hot, hot” market in the Hamptons 
and on the North Fork. What’s the temperature now 
that Douglas Elliman’s second quarter report is out? 
On the North Fork, median home prices rose 3.9% 


over the same time period in 2013, up to $477,500. 
The average home price also rose, up to $707,658, an 
increase of 4.1%. Meanwhile, overall total sales fell 
3.8%, to 154. 

In the Hamptons, the median home price came 
in at $908,500, down 1.3% from the second quarter 
of 2013, and the average sales price dropped 
9.3% to $1,539,646, while the total number of 
sales edged up to 700, an increase of 3.7%. Year- 
to-date, average sales price is up 5.1%, median 
sales price is up 4.7%, and the number of sales is 


up 20.2%. ga

Fell-known value investor Robert A. Olstein, Portfolio Manager of the Olstein 
* % Funds, knows a thing or two about making good investments. Recognized
